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FATALITIES OF 
TRAFFIC GAIN 


Accident Situation Shows Prom­ 
ise of Improvement; 
In­ 
crease. But at Declining 
Rate.

While the annua! number of automo­ 
bile traffic fatalities is still growing 
y«ir by year, the rate 
of 
increase j 
which mounted sharply from 1917 to I 
3923 declined greatly in 1924 and j 
1925, according to the report on the 
Committee on Statistics of the Na* j 
tional Conference 
on 
Street 
an d 1 
Highway Safety made public today. 
In 1918 and 
1919 
automobile fa­ 
talities, as reported by the Depart-1 
moat of Commerce, increased 4 per j 
cent each year. 
In 1920, 
1921 
and 
1922 this annual increase was between 
IO and 12 per cent, while in 1923 it S 
ro.se to more than 20 per cent over I 
the previous years’ figures. 
In 1924, j 
however, the trend of the fatality in­ 
crease rate showed a marked change * 
chopping back to 6.8 per cent as com- J 
pared with 1923, and the 1925 figures I 
based on returns from 78 cities indi-1 
cate a further recession to about 2..")! 
per cent. 
In spite of the increase ini 
total number of fatalities, the com-! 
mittee is of the opinion that this de­ 
cline in the rate of increase, especially 
in view of the rapid increase in motor 
vehicle registrations, indicates sub­ 
stantial improvement 
in the traffic 
accident situation. 
The committee found that in 1924 
there were 23,300 deaths due to street 
and highway accidents in the United 
States, which was an increase of ap­ 
proximately 700 over 
1923, 
while 
available figures 
indicate a further 
increase as in 1925. These increases, 
the committee states, were due en­ 
tirely to an increased number of au­ 
tomobile accidents, as every otherj 
type of traffic accident showed a tie- 
creased number of fatalities. 
It is 
estimated that- the automobile is in­ 
volved in at least 85 per cent of the 
traffic fatalities occurring on Ameri­ 
can streets and highways. 
Fatalities 
at steam railway crossings decreased 
by 119, or 5.2 per- cent, while those 
due to the operation of street cars 
declined by 170, or 8.5 per cent. The 
number of fatalities due to the op­ 
eration of motor cycles decreased by 
62, or 18.5 per cent. 
The committee* found encouraging in­ 
dications in the records of automobile 
accidents in some of the larger cities. 
Of the 78 cities of over 100,000 popu­ 
lation for which comparable informa­ 
tion is available for 1923, 1924 and 
1925, 33 reported decreases for 1924, 
while in two cities the number re­ 
mained stationary. 
In 1925, 27 of 
the 78 cities reported decreases, while 
3 cities show'ed no change. 
The committee points out that six 
cities in this list showed progressive 
reductions in automobile fatalities in 
both 1924 and 1925. These cities were 
Cambridge, 
Massachusetts; 
Denver, 
Colorado; Newark, New Jersey; Oak­ 
land. California; St. Paul, Minnesota, 
and Syracuse, New York. The city of 
Wilmington, Delaware, was stationary 
in 1924, but led all other cities in the 
reduction reported for 
1925. 
Two 
cities in this list of 6—Denver and St. 
Paul—showed reductions of 
5 
per 
cent or more in both 
periods. 
The 
committee calls particular attention to 
the record of these cities, and partic­ 
ularly the two named as 
showing 
marked reductions in both years, as 
example of what can he 
done 
and 
should bt* don© in the way of increased 
safety on city streets. 
Summing up the data presented 
in the report, the committee states the 
following conclusions and opinions: 
“It thus appears that the rate of in­ 
crease in automobile fatalities has 
}>een somewhat checked, although it ! 
is not yet possible to record an actual | 
decrease. Taking a longer view of the I 
situation a question 
may 
well 
be 
asked whether traffic accidents are 
permanently 
on 
the 
increase, 
or 
whether the rate of increase show s a 
sufficient slackening to warrant th* 
hope that a 
downward 
trend ma} 
Soon Ik* experienced. 
“Some light on this question is shed 
by a comparison of the trend over a pc 
:icl 
riod of years. 
For example computa- 
tiqns indicate an increase of 17.8 peri ; 
cent in the total number of traffic fa -; 
talkies between 1922 and 1923 and 
1 
increase of 3 per cent between 1923 
and 1924. This decline in the rate of 
increase offers some hope for a mon 
nearly stationary record in 1925 and 
an actual downward turn in the fu­ 
ture. 
“As the motor vehicle looms up 
more and more significantly in the 
problem, the trend of fatalities rn 
automobile accidents becomes also of 
increasing significance. 
We find that 
the 
number 
of fatalities charged 
against automobile operation by the 
Department of 
Commerce has 
in­ 
creased steadily since 1917. 
The ra*c 
of increase in each successive year 
over the next preceding year was a® 
follows: 1918 over 1917, 4.0 per cent; 
1919 over 
1918, 3.9 per cent; 1920 
over 1919.

“While it is early to draw definite 
conclusions, we point to the declining 
rate of increase in fatal accidents a 
an indication that the cumulative ef­ 
forts of individuals and of organiza­ 
tion* toward greater safety of traffic 
on our streets and highways are )>c- 
gmning to bear fruit.”
